HURRICAN REPORT— GOOD!

The all-out response by Florida amateurs to Hurricanes David 
and Frederic is perhaps best summarized by statistics from two 
section nets. The Northern Florida Net (NFPN) at 3950 KHz ex- 
tended session report for September showed QNI 939, QTC 163, 
’ QND 2900 minutes. The All-Florida Phone Net (AFPN) at 7272 KHz 
extended session report showed QNI 518, QTC 134, QND 1294 
minutes. Other local and section NTS and independent nets func- 
tioned with equal effectiveness to give Florida total coverage 
during the hurricane emergencies. 

The above statistics do not include the many stations who stood 
by without checking in, but who were there if needed. To these 
stations go special thanks. 

Reports from Emergency Coordinators in the affected areas of 


Northern Florida show that much was learned from these, 


hurricane experiences and local plans are being revised ac- 
cordingly. Some of these revisions will be tested in the October 
S.E.T. The greatest problem areas seems to be in the staffing of 
disaster shelters by portable stations, and the implementation of 
prompt and effective systems for handling health and welfare 
traffic within a disaster area. However, there is no doubt that the 
- interest, enthusiasm and readiness for emergency operations of 
Florida amateurs is at a high level, so now is the time to work on 
improved plans.

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GUEST EDITORIAL 
Better Hurricane Communications 
By Joel I. Kandel, KI4T 

I’m still trying to figure out how it happened, and why it should 
have happened in the first place, but it did, and we were duly 
recognized for it. We — the two meter emergency hurricane net — 
were the ones to pass Governor Graham’s Hurricane Emergency 
Declaration (Executive Order No. 7968) to County Manager 
Stierheim at Dade EOC. N4AIZ, Hialeah P.D. to WC4ACO, Dade 
EOC. 

We were also the ones under the direction of W4IYT at Red Cross — 
HQ to radio in a county-wide damage report in record time and 
efficiency, to the complete amazement to hop a plane back to New 
York with the information. 

When Deputy Civil Defense Director Chet Fischer needed 
evacuation figures and a report on bus pickups on Miami Beach 
involving thousands of helpless elderly, they were immediately 
available from K4ONY and W4DEA via the 146.94 net; which when 
officially closed by EC Andy Clark, W4IYT, had checked in a 
record 138 stations. And all seemed ready and able to help further 
had Hurricane David actually come ashore in Miami. 

So much for the good news. By the time the hurricane emergency 
had lifted, there were 26,000 people in 60 Dade County shelters. 
Some were literally dumped there from nursing homes, without 
food, medicine, or sufficient personnel to care for them. The food 
contractors dropped the ball due to a shortage of drivers, and were 
unable to make all deliveries. Out there were dozens of shelters, out 
of contact with C.D. and Red Cross; and to top it all off, net control 
at Dade EOC actually closed down with all those people still in the 
shelters. 

Why ... ? Well, if I had to pick one single most important 
reason I would have to say lack of amateur volunteers. 

Now don’t sit there and feel guilty or angry, or feel like you’re 
being put upon for a responsibility that really has nothing to do with 
a hobby. Heck . . . stamp collectors aren’t asked to leave their 
homes in rain and hundred-mile-an-hour winds to provide stamps 
for hundreds of people they don’t even know — or especially care 
about. Absolutely true. But there’s where ham radio differs from 
any old hobby. 

By virtue of our nurtured communication skills an equipment, we 
are the foremost hope for the citizenyr of our respective com- 
munities for providing emergency communication. I probably 
wouldn’t have said this six weeks ago, but I do now. After watching 
a hundred professionals run a County Government from an 
emergency operations center — as efficiently and as professionally 
as they knew how — I realized that the amateur radio community 
has the professionals beaten by a mile. 

You're not being asked to desert your families. They. are also 
safer in the shelter than in your home. Take them along. There is 
little you can do for your home during the hurricane rather than 
afterward. No one can tell you that your material goods-cum-11%- 
mortgage are not the most important things next to your family. 
What I can suggest is that the thousand people you are providing 
sole communications for will be grateful to you beyond words. 
Even if you prevent undue suffering for one of them, you will have 
served well. A life experience like that will help you put 
materialism in its proper perspective. 

Please let your EC or RACES officer knows tht you will 
automatically go to the shelter nearest you the next time disaster _ 
threatens. Better yet, call a ham friend you know you can work - 
with, and the two of you coordinate the shelter’s communications. 
Rotating shifts will keep both of you from getting so punchy you 
won't shut down before the shelters are once again emptied. It can 
even happen at the Emergency Operations Center. 

Thank you for being concerned. .

DaVINCI TRANS-AMERICA 

The DaVinci trans-America balloon made it only as far 
as the western edge of Ohio before bad weather forced it 
down Monday night, and Amateur Radio provided much of 
the communications for its 130 plus hour trek. Breakdown 
and unreliable operation of the communications and aircraft 
band radios relatively soon after liftoff from western Oregan 
last Wednesday shifted the communications burden to the 
Amateur bands, but well disciplined nets on 21440 and 72- 
85 plus some 2-meter FM proved adequate for most of the 
four balloonists’ needs. 

KOLIS/Baloon Mobile spent quite a fit of time on the 
air during the first few days, passing out contacts to eager 
listeners when he wasn’t busy with weather bureau or other 
trip traffic. The signal from his TS-120S and Hustler ant- 
enna was very good at all times, though copy was sometimes 
difficult because Fred wore an oxygen mask when the ballon 
was above 12,000 feet. 

Despite wind shift delays over the weekend, the goal 
of the first non-stop transcontinental balloon flight still seem- 
ed to be within reach when weather over Indiana began de- 
teriorating Monday afternoon. Amateurs relayed Weather 
Bureau radar fixes on storm cells and upper level wind de- 
tails to the balloon as it moved eastward Monday evening, 
but by 11:00 PM EDST Fred was reporting snow, sleet, rain 
and lightning from all directions. ' 

Unable to maintain altitude due to water loading, the 
balloon finally touched down near Van Wert, Ohio about 
12:20 AM. W8ILC reports the van Wert and Dayton re- 
peaters linked to provide 2-meter FM communications for 
both police and news-crew searchers, and about 1:00 AM 
the gondola was located in a soybean field with only one
